It has been issued on a petition

Cruz counties with an 
addondum 
embracing the names of perhaps 
a

territory prominent in public 
life

Hughes was of advanced ago about 
08 that his health was broken and 
that a large family consisting

and forcibly 
took him and his wifo to the Panay 
river 
whoro 
thc 
bound 
their 
hands behind thorn and told them 
their 
last day had come 
Tho woman was struck by a bolo 
and her dead 
body 
was 
thrown 
into tho river 
Her husband 
wit ¬ 
nessed her murder and 
antioipat- - 
mg similar treatment 
sprang 
into 
tho river and notwithstanding 
his 
arms wero 
pinioned 
he managed 
to reach tho 
opposite 
side 
Ac-
